ACT 34 OF 1979 


THĘ KERALA SHOPS AND COMMERCIAL ESTABLISHMENTS 

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1979 


1 . 


An Act further to amend the Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act , 1960 . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala Shops 
and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 , for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing; 

Be it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Shops and Commercial Establishments (Amendment) Act, 1979. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of section 18. - In section 18 of the Kerala Shops and Com 
mercial Establishments Act, 1960 (34 of 1960 ), after sub -section (4 ), the 
following sub -section shall be inserted , namely : 

" (4A). In directing the payment of compensation under sub -section (3) 
or sub -section (4 ), the appellate authority may include as part of the 
compensation the wages of the employee for the period he was kept out 
of employment." .

(a ) that it be referred to the appropriate Subject Committee ; or 
(b ) that it be referred to a Select Committee; or 

(c) that it be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereong 

(2) When an Appropriation Bill is introduced , or on some subsequent 
occasion, the member- in -charge may make the motion that the Bill be taken 
into consideration : 


Provided that no such motion as referred to in sub -rule ( 1) or sub -rule 
(2) of this rule shall be made until after copies of the Bill have been made 
available for the use ofmembers and that any member may object to any such 
motion being made unless copies of the Bill have been so made available two 
clear days before the day on which the motion is nade and such objection 
shall prevail unless the Speaker in his discretion allows the motion to be 
made” . 


4. Substitution of Rule 77. 

For rule 77, the following shall be substituted namely : 

" 77. Discussion of principle of Bill.- (1) On the day on which any motion 
referred to in Rule 76 is made, or on any subsequent day to which the dis 
cussion thereof is postponed , the principle of the Bill and its provisions may 
be discussed generally but the details of the Bill shall not be discussed further 
than is necessary to explain the principles. 

(2 ) At this stage no amendments to the Bill may be moved , but 
(a ) if the member- in -charge moves that the Bill be referred to the 

appropriate Subject Committee, any member may move as 
an amendment that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee 
or circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by a 

date to be specified in the motion ; 
(b ) if the member-in -charge moves that the Bill, be referred to a 

Select Committee , any member may move as an amendment 
that the bill be referred to the appropriate Subject Committee 
or be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by 
a date to be specified in the motion ; 
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(c) where an amendment or a motion for appointment of a Select 

Committee or the reference of the Bill to a Subject Committee, 
as the case may be, has been moved , the mover of the amendment 
or the motion or any other member may move that the Assembly 
give instructions to the Select Committee or the Subject Committee 
as the case may be, to which the Bill has been referred , to make 
particular or additional provision in the Bill or to consider and 
report on amendments which may be proposed to the original 
Act which the Bill seeks to amend . 


(3) Where a motion that a Bill be circulated for the purpose of elicit 
ing opinion thereon is carried and the Bill is circulated in accordance with 
the direction, and opinions are received thereon , the member- in -charge, 
if he wishes to proceed with the Bill thereafter, shall move that the Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee or to the appropriate Subject Committee, 
as the case may be. 
5. Amendment of Rule 78 . 

In Rule 78 , after the words " a select Committee" the words " or a Subject 
Committee , as the case may be” , shall be added . 
6. Amendment to the portion within brackets after the Explanation to Rule 78. 

After the Explanation to rule 78 , in the portion given in brackets after 
the words " Select Committees on Bills " add the words " and Subject Com 
mittees" . 


7. Amendment of Rule 79. 

In rule 79 

In sub rule (1) , - 

(a ) in the opening sentence after the words " a Select Committee 
on a Bill" the words " or a Subject Committee, as the case may be," shall 
be added . 

(b ) in clause (a ), after the words " by the Select Committee" the 
words " or the Subject Committee, as the case may be,” shall be added . 

(c) In clause (b ) 
(i) for the opening sentence substitute the following, namely : 

" (b ) that the Bill as reported by a Select Committee or the Subject

Constitution of Committees .- (1) Each Subject Committee shall 
consist of not more than fifteen members and not less than ten members who 
shall be nominated by the Speaker, as soon as may be, after the commence 
ment of the Assembly or from time to time, as the case may be. 


(2 ) No member shall be a member of more than 
Coinmittee : 


one Subject 


Provided that a Minister shall be ex - officio member of every commitee 
in respect of which the subject/subjects allocated to such com.nittee nay 
fall within his responsibility . 

(3) The term of the Subject Committee shall be two years froin the 
date of constitution of the Co.nmittee or until a ew Committee is noininated . 


230C . Chairman of the Committee.-The Speaker may nomina e one of 
the members of the Commitice to be its Chairman . 


230D . Functions of the Conmittee.- (1) The functions of the Subject 
Committees shall be , 

(1) to scrutinise the demands for grants ; 

to examine legislation ; 
to study and report on a specified area of governmental activity 
in the wider public interest, or a project, schemeor undertaking 

intended for the general welfare ; 
( iv) to advise Government on a question of policy or legislation on 

which Governmentmay consult a Committee; 

to discuss generally and formulate views on - 
(a ) State s Five Year Plan Programmes and their implementation ; 
(b ) Centre- State relations in so far as they concern the State of 

Kerala ; 
(c) Reports of Public Service Commission ; 
(d ) Reports of Public Undertakings; 
(c) Reports of any statutory or other body, including any Commis 

sion of Inquiry, which are laid before the Assembly ; and 
(vi) to consider the draft of the rules to be framed by the Govern 

ment or other authority in pursuance of the rule making powers 
delegated by an Act of the Legislature. 


(2) The Subject Committees shall not examine or investigate matters 
of day to day administration . 

230E . Power of the Committee as regards Demands for Grants.- (1) Each 
Subject Committee shall , at the conclusion of the discussion referred to in 
rule 141 , scrutinise the deinands for grants falling within its purvie . Such 
scrutiny shall ordinarily be confinal to variations in the demands from the 
previous year,more particularly incases, the need for economy and efficiency , 
new services, and relationship of expenditure to needs. 

(2 ) The Subject Committees shall complete the scrutiny of all the 
demands for grants within a period not exceeding three weeks from the date 
of completion of the discussion referred to in rule 141. 

(3) At the end of the scrutiny referred to in sub-rule (2 ), cach Subject 
Committee, shall as soon as may 12, report to the House the result of such 
scrutiny and forward a copy of the report to the Minister concerneci. 

230F . Powers of the Committe: in respect of Bills.- (1) Every Bill, other 
than an Appropriation Bill, unless referred to a Select Commit ee, shull 
after its general pri les are approved by the House , on a motio 
in that behalf, stand referred to the Subject Committee, within whose 
jurisdiction the subject matter of the Bill falls, for detailed exa nination, 
together with the amendments, if any , received thereto . 
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(2) In other respects , the procedure applicable to the Select Com 
mittee on a Bill shall apply to the Subject Committees when they consider 
legislation . 

230 G. Powers of the Committee as respects Statutory Rules. - In every case 
where a statute confers powers to make rules on the Government or other 
authority, all such rules shall be placed before the appropiate Subject 
Committee in draft form for its scrutiny. 

230 H. Reports of Subject Committee.- (1) Subject to sub -rules (2), (3) 
and (4 ), each Subject Committee shall submit periodical reports to the 
Assembly . 

(2) A Subject Committee may, in regard to matters referred to in 
items ( iii) and (iv ) ofsub -rule (1) of rule 230D , forward its report to the Chief 
Minister in the first instance, if in the opinion ofthe Committee public interest 
will be better served by so doing . 

(3 ) Each Subject Committee shall , in regard to matters specified 
in item (v) of sub -rule (1) of rule 230D , present to the House, from time to 
time, a resume of its discussions thereon and forward a copy thereof to the 
Chief Minister . 

(4) Each Subject Committee shall, in regard to item (vi) of sub -rule 
(1) of rule 230D , forward its report to the Chief Minister . 

230 I. Secrecy of proceedings of Committee.- (1) The proceedings of the 
meetings of the Subject Committee shall not be open to press. 

(2) A verbatim proceedings of the meetings of the Committee shall 
be kept in the Legislature Library for perusalby the members of the Assembly. 


230 7. Powers of Speaker to issue directions. - Without prejudice to the 
generality of the powers conferred under rule 303, the Speaker may, from 
timeto time, issue such direction as may be necessary for the efficient conduct 
of the work of the Subject Committees .

The Greater Cochin Development Authority Employees 

Provident Fund Rules , 1979 


1. Short title, application and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be 
called the Greater Cochin Development Authority Employees Provident 
Fund Rules, 1979 . 

(2) They shall apply to all the employees under the Greater Cochin 
Development Authority . 

( 3) They shall come into force atonce. 

2. Definitions. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context 

(i) Authority means the Greater Cochin Development Authority . 

(ii). Secretary means the Secretary of the Greater Cochin Develop 
ment Authority . 

(iii ) Family means- (a) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife 
orwives and children of the subscriber and the widow , or widowsand children 
of a deceased son of the subscriber : 


Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has been juidicially 
separated from him or has ceased under the customary law of the community 
to which she belongs, to be entitled to maintenance, she shall henceforth 
be deemed be no longer a member of the subscriber s family in matters to 
which these rules relate, unless the subscriber subsequently indicates by ex 
press notice in writing to the Secretary that she shall continue to be so 
regarded ; and 

(b ) In the case of a female subscriber, the husband and children 
of the subscriber, and the widow or widows and children of a deceased son 
of the subscriber : 


Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing to the Secretary expresses 
her desire to exclude her husband from her family the husband shall thence 
forth be deemed to be no longer a membr of the subscriber s family in matters 
to which these rules relate, unless the subscriber subsequently cancels formally 
in writing her notice excluding him . 
Note 1: - " Children " means legitimate children . 
Note 2 :-An adopted child shall be considered to be a child for the purpose 

of these rules if the Secretary is satisfied that under the personal law 
of the subscriber adoption is legally recognised as conferring the 
status of a natural child .

Note 3: -A child of one person given in adoption to another shall not be 

considered to be a child of the former if the Secretary is satisfied that 
such adoption is legally recognised under the personal law of the 

persons concerned . 

(iv ) " Emoluments " means pay , leave salary or subsistence allowance 
as defined in the Kerala Service Rules or other Service Rules applicable to 
the employee concerned and includes dearness pay appropriate to pay , leave 
salary or subsistence allowance if admissible and any remuneration of the 
nature of pay received in respect of foreign service . 

(v) Form means a form appended to these rules ; 

(vi) Fund means the Employees Contributory Provident Fund 
established by the Authority under these rules ; 

(vii ) Employee means a full-time employee of the Authority who 
is not entitled under the rules in force for pension on retirement from service 
on superannuation . 
Note: If any doubt arises as to whether a particular employee is a full time 

employee or not, the matter shall be referred to the Authority whose 
decision thereon shall be final. 

(viii) Subscription means the amount subscribed by an employee 
to the fund under the rules ; 

(ix ) Year means a financial year; 

(x) Words importing the masculine gender shall be taken to include 
females if circumstances so require ; 

(xi) Any other expression used in these rules which is defined in the 
Kerala Service Rules is used in the sense therein defined . 


3. Constitution of Fund .- ( 1) The Authority shall establish and maintain 
a Contributory Provident Fund for the benefit of its employees admitted 
to the fund under rule 4 . 

(2 ) The fund shall consist of subscriptions by the employees, contri 
butions from the Authority and interest thereon . 

(3) The fund shall be administered by the Authority. 

(4) The fund shall be invested in Government Saving Banks, any 
other savings scheme, or other securities approved by the Government. 

(5) The charges and cost necessary for the administration of the fund 
shall be met out of the fund under Revenue Account of the Authority . 
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4. Permanent employees to subscribe to the Fund .--(i) It shall be obligatory 
on all permanent employee of the Authority to subscribe to the Fund: 

Provided that it shall be open to the Authority to allow a temporary or 
officiating employee to subscribe to the Fund if he is likely to be employed 
at least for three years . 

( ii) Every application for admission to the Fund shall be in Form 1 . 

5. Nominations.-- (i) Each subscriber shall at the time of joining the 
fund send to the Secretary along with his application a nomination conferring 
on onc or more persons the right to receive the amount that may stand to 
his credit in the fund, in the event of his death before that amounthas become 
payable , or having become payable, has not been paid : 

Provided that if, at the time of making the nomination, the subscriber 
has a family the nomination shall not be in favour of any person or persons 
other than the members of his family . 

(ii) If the subscriber nominates more than one person under sub 
rule (i) he shall specify in the nomination the amount or share payable to 
each of the nominees in such manner as to cover the whole of the amount 
that may stand to his credit in the fund at any time. 

(iii ) Every nomination shall be in Form 2A or in Form 2B or in Form 
2 Cas is appropriate in the circumstances of the case . 

(iv ) The nomination made by an employee who has no family shall 
become invalid on his subsequently acquiring a family . 

(v ) subscriber may at any time cancel a nomination by sending 
notice in writing to the Secretary : 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with such notice send a fresh 
nomination made in accordance with the provisions of this rule. 

(vi) A subscriber may provide in a nomination - 

(a ) in respect ofany specified nominee, that in the event of his pre 
deceasing the subscriber, the right conferred upon the nominee shall , pass 
to such other person as may be specified in the nominations; 

(b ) that the nomination shall become invalid in the event of 
the happening of a contingency specified therein . 

( vii) Immediately on the occurrence of any contingency by reasor. 
f which the nomination becomes inoperative the subscriber shall send to the 

ecretary a notice in writing cancelling the nomination together with a fresh 
1 omination made in accordance with the provision of this rule . 

( viii) Every nomination made and every notice of cancellation given 
by a subscriber sl.all, 10 the extent that it is valid , take effect from the date on 
which it is approved by the Secretary. 


-- 
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6. Conditions and rate of subscription .- (1) Every subscriber on duty or 
on earned leave shall subscribe monthly to the fund : 

Subscription will be optional when a member is on leave other than 
earned leave or under suspension . 

(2 ) The amount of subscription shall be fixed by the subscriber him 
self, subject to the following conditions, namely : 

(a ) It shall be expressed in whole rupees; 

(b ) It may be any sum , so expressed , not less than six per cent of 
his emoluments. 
Note :-Rounding off of minimum percentage.- If 6 per cent of emoluments repre 

sents a sum not expressible in whole rupees, the said sum may be 
rounded to the nearest whole rupee , fifty paise or more being counted 
as one rupee and less than fifty paise being ignored . This amount 
shall be taken as the minimum limit of subscription. 

(3 ) For the purpose of sub- rule (2) the emoluments of a subscriber 
shall be, 

(a ) in the case of subscriber who was in service on the 31st March 
of the preeeding year, the emoluments to which he was entitled on that date : 

Provided that 

(i) If the subscriber was on leave (without allowances on the said 
date or was under suspension on that date, his emoluments shallbe the emolu 
ments to which he was entitled on the first day after his return to duty. 

(ii) If the subscriber was on leave other than leave without allowances 
on the said date and continues to be on leave, his emoluments shall be the 
emoluments to which he would have been entitled on that date had he not 
been on leave . 

(b ) In the case of a subscriber who was not in service on the 31st 
March of the preceding year the emoluments to which he was entitled on the 
first day of his service or if he joined the fund for the first time on a date subse 
quent to the first day of his service, the emoluments to which he was entitled 
on such subsequent date. 

( iii) The subscriber shall intimate the fixation of the amount of his 
monthly subscription in each year to the Secretary before the 31st March of 
the preceding year. 

( iv ) The ama of subscription so fixed shall remain unchanged 
throughout the year, provided that the amount of subscription may be 
enhanced once at any time during the course of the year . 

7. Deduction of subscriptions from pay bills. Subscription shall be recovered 
hv deduction from the pay bill of subscriber concerned . 
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8. Contribution to be made by the Authority.-- ( 1) The contribution from 
the Authority towards the account of each subscriber shall be six per cent of 
the emoluments drawn by him during the month and it shall be credited to 
his account every month . 

(2). Each contribution under sub-rule ( 1) shall be calculated to the 
nearest whole rupee, fifty paise or more being counted as one rupee and less 
than fifty paise being ignored . 

9. Lodging of the fund.--The amount deducted from the pay bills of the 
subscribers under rule 7 towards subscriptions to the fund and the contri 
butions paid by the Authority to the fund under rule 8 shall be lodged in 
Government Savings Bank , any other saving schemeor other security approved 
by the Government and a separate cash book shall be maintained for the fund . 

10. Interest.- ( 1) Interest at such rate as may be fixed by the Authority 
with the approval of the Government, subject to a minimum of four per cent 
hall be annually credited by the Secretary to the account of each subscriber. 

(2) Interest shall be credited with effect from the last day in each 
year in the following manner : 

(i) On the amount at the crcdit of a subscriber on the last day of 
the preceding year, less any sums withdrawn during the currentyear - interest 
for twelve months; 

(ii) On sums withdrawn during the current year interest from 
the beginning of the current year upto the last day of the month preceding 
-the month of withdrawal; 

(iii) On all sums credited to subscriber s account after the last 
day of the preceding year - interest from the date of deposit upto the end of 
the current year; 

(iv ) The total amount of interest shall be rounded to the nearest 
rupee (fifty paise or more counting as the next higher rupee ) : 

Provided that when the amount standing at the credit of a subscriber 
has become payable, interest shall thereupon be credited under this sub : 
rule in respect only of the period from the beginning of the current year or 
from the date ofdeposit,as the case may be, upto the date on which the amount 
standing at the credit of the subscriber became payable. 

(3) In this rule, the date of deposit shall in the case of a recovery 
from emoluments , be deemed to be the first day of the month in which it is 
recovered . 

(4) In addition to any amount to be paid under these rules on final 
withdrawal, interest thereon up to the end of the month preceding that in 
which the payment is made or upto the end of the sixth month after themonth 
in which such amount become payable whichever of these periods be less , 
shall be payable to the person to whom such amount is to be paid . 
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11. Furnishing of statement of account to members. - A statement of account 
in Form 3 shall be supplied to each inember as soon as possible after the close 


of the year. 


12. Advance from the fund.- (1) The Secretary may grant temporary 
advance to a subscriber from the amount standing at his credit by way of 
his subscriptions towards his account with interest thereon subject to the 
following conditions: 

(a ) No advance shall be granted from the fund unless the Secretary 
is satisfied that the subscriber s pecuniary circumstances justify it and that 
it will be utilised for the following purpose or purposes and not otherwise : 

(i) to pay expenses in connection with the prolonged illness of the 
subscriber or any person actually dependent on him , or to repay any out 
standing amount on account of a loan expressly taken for this purpose; 

(ii) to pay obligation expenses on a scale appropriate to the sub 
scriber s states in connection with marriages, funerals or ceremonies which 
by the religious or social customs of the applicant it is incumbent upon him 
to perform or to repay any outstanding amounton account of a loan expressly 
taken for this purpose; 

(iii) to pay for the cost of legal proceedings instituted by the subs 
criber for vindicating his position in regard to any allegation made against 
him in respect of any act done or purporting to be done by him in the dis 
charge of his official duties; 

(iv) to pay for the cost of subscriber s defence where he is prosecuted 
by the Authority in any Court of Law or when the subscriber engages a legal 
practitioner to defend himself in any enquiry in respect of alleged misconduct 
on his part. 

Note . — Temporary advance may be sanctioned to a subscriber who is 
under suspension provided he agrees in writing to the recovery of 
advance being made in monthly instalments from the subsistence allowance 
sanctioned to him . 

(b ) The Secretary may , in special circumstances, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing , and with the approval of the Authority , sanction an 
advance for a purpose other than those mentioned under sub -rule (a). 

(c) An advance shall not except for special reasons to be recorded 
in writing, be granted in excess of the maximum amount of advance admissible. 
The following formula may be adopted for determining the maximum amount 
of advance admissible. 
3a - b 

where a represents balance at his credit by way of his sub 
scriptions towards his account plus interest thereon and b represents balance 
outstanding repayment of the loan. 
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(2) The Secretary shall not under any circumstances grant 

(i) an advance to a subscriber unless a period of six months has 
elapsed after the grant of a previous advance. 

(3) (i) The amount of advance should be expressed in whole rupees 
and the monthly instalments of repayments should be in equal number of 
whole rupees. 

(ii) Application for temporary advance shall be in Form 4 and the 
sanction shall be in Form 5 . 

13. Recovery of temporary advance. - An advance shall be recovered from the 
subscriber in such number of equal monthly instalments as the Secretary 
may direct; but such number shall not be less than twelve unless the sub 
scriber so elects, or in any case not more than twenty-four. A subscribermay, 
at his option , repay two or more instalments in a month . 

14. Mode of Recovery.- (1) Recovery shall be made in the manner pres 
cribed in rule 7 for the realisation of subscriptions and shall commence with 
the issue of pay for the month following the month in which the advance was 
withdrawn. Recovery shall not be made, exceptwith the subscriber s consent 
while he is on half pay leave or leave without allowances or in receipt of 
subsistence allowance and may be postponed on the subscriber s written request 
by the Secretary during the recovery of an advance of pay granted to the sub 
scriber. 

(2 ) When an advance is sanctioned under sub -rule (1) of rule 12, 
before repayment in full of any previous advance, the balance of any previous 
advance not received shall be added to the advance so sanctioned and the 
instalmentfor recovery shall be fixed with reference to the consolidated amount. 

15. Financing of Life Insurance Policies. - At the request in writing of any 
subscriber and with the consent of the Secretary any portion or whole of his 
subscription with interest thereon may be invested by the Authority in a 
Policy of Life Insurance and for such amount and on such terms as may be 
mutually agreed upon in writing between the subscriber and the Authority. 
Such a Policy shall be effected in the name of the subscriber who shall assign 
the same in favour of the Authority : 

Provided always 

(a) that every such Policy shall so long as the subscriber is actually 
in employment under the Authority belong to the Authority and no interest 
thereon shall, during such period , vest in a subscriber on whose life it has been 
effected or in his nominees and neither he nor they shall have any right to 
interfere therewith ; 

(b ) that the Authority shall not be responsible for any loss or damage 
that may arise or result from the effecting of any Policy under this rule ; 


( c) that on the retirement from service of a subscriber or termination 
of his service either on resignation or as a measure of punishment the Policy 
affected on his life shall bo roassigned to him ; 

(d ) that on the death of the subscriber whilo in servico his Policy 
shall be reassigned to the nominces appointed by him under these rules jointly, 
specifying the shares to which each of the nominees is entitled ; 

(e) if such Policy matures before the subscriber quits service, the 
Secretary shall realise the proceeds of the Policy from the Insurance Company 
and credit it to the fund of the subscriber . 

(2 ) The Secretary shall keep a register of Life Insurance Policies 
effected under this rule and a register of Premia paid in respect of such Policies 
in Form 6 and Form 7 respectively. 
16. Closure of Accounts. The account of each subscriber shall be closed, 

(a) When he is dismissed or removed from service; or 
(b ) When he is discharged from service ; or 
(c) When he dies; or 
(d ) . When transferred to a service qualifying for pension ; or 

(e) When he quits service on retirement or on any other ground . 
17. Settlement of claims of the subscriber. - When a subscriber s account is 
closed under rule 16 the claim of the subscriber or his nominees, as the case 
may, on the fund shall be settled subject to the following conditions: 

(i) A subscriber quitting the service after a period of less than three 
years shall receive only his subscription to the fund with interest thereon 
upto the date of his quitting service : 

Provided that the restriction shall not apply to the case of a subscriber 
who dies or who is compulsorily retired on account of physical unfitness 
before he completes the prescribed period of three years. 

( ii ) A subscriber who has put in three years service or more shall 
be entitled to the full amountof Authority s contribution with interest thereon 
as also subscription with interest thereon . 

(iii ) On the death of a subscriber before quitting the service when he 
leaves a family and if no nomination in favour of a member or members of 
the family of the subscriber subsists , or if such nomination relates only to a part 
of the amount standing to his credit in the fund the whole amount or the part 
thereof to which the nomination does not relate, as the case may be , shall 
notwithstanding any nomination purporting to be in favour of any person or 
persons other than a member or members of his family becomepayable to the 
members of his family in equal shares :

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Provided that to share shall be payable to 

(a) soos who have attained legal majority ; 
(b) suns of the deceased son who have attained legal maajordsy; 
(c) married daughters whose husbands are alive ; 
(d ) married daughters of a deceased son whose husbands are alive ; 

if there is any member of the family other than those mentioned 

in clauses (a ) to (d ) : 
Provided further that the widow or widows and the child or children or a 
deceased son shall receive among them in equal parts only the share which 
that son would have received ifhe had survived the subscriber . 

(iv) When the account of a subscriber is closed consequent on his 
transfer to a service qualifying for pension the Secretary shall make necessary 
arrangements to the transfer of the fund in favour of the authority empowered 
to, administer the fund for the benefit of the subscribers. 

18. Paymentof amounts to subscriber or his nominee etc. - When the account of a 
subscriber is closed , the subscriber, his nominees or legal representatives, as the 
case may be, shall be paid the amount of the fund standing to his credit by the 
Secretary after careful scrutiny as expeditiously as possible (provided that 
the subscriber or his nominee or legal representative as the case may be, shall 
be paid the contribution and interest thereon less such sums as it may be 
found necessary to recover from him and to credit to the Authority on any 
account of audit in the usual course ). 


19. Maintenance of register.--- The Secretary shall keep a register ofsubscribers 
in Form 8, Cash Book in Form 9 , a Register of temporary advances in Form 10 
and an abstract in Form 11 .

Whereas in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) of Article 258 
of the Constitution the President has in his notification No. 2 /4 /63/Judl. II 
dated 31-5-1963 entrusted the Gover ment of Kerala , with their consent, 
the functions of the CentralGovernment under tae Kerala Land Acquisition 
Act, 1961 (Act 21 of 1962), in relation to acquisition of lands for the 
purpose of the Union in this State ; 

Ard whereas under subsection (4) of Section 19 of the said Act the 
Government of Kerala have directed that in view of the urgency of the 
case , the provisions of section 5 of the Act shall not apply to the lands 
specified in the schedule below ; 

And whereas the Government are satisfied that the said lands have to be 
acquired for a public purpose ; 

The Government ofKerala hereby declare under Section 6 ofthe Act 
that the lands specified in the Schedule below and measuring 0.1607 Hectare 
be the same a little more or less, are needed for a public purpose, to wit for 
doubling rail track between Shornur aad Mullurkkara and under section 7 of 
the Act direct the Special Tahsildar (LA ), Railways, Trichur to take order 
for the acquisition ofthe lands.
